I The cost of treating screw-1 
I worm outbreaks that occur In I 
I areas of the United States 


where the insects have already 
been eradicated must continue 
to be matched by State and 
private sources. However, the 
expense of maintaining a bar­ 
rier zone along the U. S.-Mexi- 
co border to guard against re- 
infestation by fertile flies will 
be borne by the Federal Gov­ 
ernment. 
Congress voted $2 8 million 
for maintenance of the barrier. 
It also appropriated $320,000 for 
an intensive survey of screw- 
worm problems in Mexico and 
$1 million to cover eradication 
activities in Arizona and Cali­ 
fornia—the only states where 
screwworms have not been er­ 
adicated. Of the latter amount, 
$600,000 will have to be match- 


ed by the two States. 
Since inception of the eradi- j 
cation campaign in February 
1962. half of the costs have been 
paid by the Federal Crovern- 
ment, the other half by the 
livestock industry and State 
Governments in Texas. New 
Mexico, 
Oklahoma, 
Arkansas 
and Louisiana. The livestock 
industry, through the Southwest 
Animal Health Research Foun­ 
dation, has naised nearly $4 
million on a voluntary basis 
Dolph Briscoe, Jr., Founda­ 
tion president of Uvalde, prais­ 
ed the action of Congress, stat­ 
ing that it “assured protection 
of all states from reinfestation 
by 
screwworms 
which have 
caused up to $100 million dam 


age annually.” 
Briscoe stressed to livestock 
producers that they still have 
an important obligation to the 
eradication program, and urg­ 
ed them to continue to support 
the campaign by treating ani­ 
mal wounds and reporting in­ 
festations.

C., and the 1000 rural electric 
systems it has financed are 
taking a hard look at their fi­ 
nancial needs for the future. 
These needs are estimated by 
REA Administrator Norman M. 
Clapp at 18 billion in capital 
requirements during the next 15 
years, compared with 83 bil­ 
lion during the last 15 years. 
Clapp points out that the rur­ 
al electric systems, most of 
which are operated by consum­ 
er-owned cooperatives, form a 
big and important rural busi­ 
ness today, and one that is

REA electric borrowers already 
serve more than 5 million rural 
consumers in 2700 of the Na­ 
tion’s 3100 counties, and are 
adding new rural consumers at 
a rate of about 150.000 a year.
